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Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. The application 
contains 13 claims. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected. In Figs 1, 2 and 6, numeral 17 at the right side of the 
figures, apparently should be - - 15 - In Fig 1, element 22 is shown as to be inserted 
into openings 14 but it seats on top of plate 12. In figs 2, 6, 1 1 and 12, the TV screen 
must be in solid lines, and the rack in phantom lines since the TV screen will obstruct the 
view of the rack. The examiner suggests to present the TV screen in an explode view, 
and then both the TV screen and the rack would be in full view; further, if the TV screen 
has any engagement means cooperating with openings 35 of the suspension plate (30) it 
could be shown. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. It is not clear how the plasma TV (40) is secured to the rack. 
As understood, the base seat (10) is either secured to a wall, or to a ceiling. Adjusting 
plates (20) are secured to the base seat by screws into openings (14), and the suspension 
plates (30) are hung onto the adjusting plates. The TV is then secured to the suspension 
plates. The latter is not clear. The specification recites that adjusting holes (35) on the 
suspension plates allow for this to happen. The examiner does not understand. Does the 
TV have engagement elements (like hooks) engaging said holes? It is not understand 
how a screw can do it. Please clarify and if necessary, provide an additional drawing 
figure illustrating the securing of the TV in the holes 35. No new matter is allowed. 
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Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Several indefinite problems are found. The 
examiner would point to only a few of them but it is Applicant responsibility to review all 
the claims and correct all problems found. Claim 1 lacks antecedent for "the bottom 
seat" (line 5), "the cross section" (line 1 1), "the upright side plate" (line 12); also in line 
1 1, the clause "with the screw hole as the center" is not understood. Claim 2 does not 
recite any additional elements to define the "arch-shaped structure". Claim 3 recites "the 
adjusting hole" but more than one has been recited in claim 1. Claim 5 does not provide 
an antecedent for "the top plate"; etc. Claim 8 recites a suspension module but if the 
device is secured to a wall (see claim 1) this limitation does not make sense. Maybe 
these two species should be recited in independent claims. Applicant is advised that a 
possible species restriction may be required between the species in Fig 1 and the species 
in Figs 5 plus. 

Conclusion 

The examiner decided to correct the above problems before doing an art search 
and examined the claims. Accordingly no prior art is being applied at the moment.
